Sid solid in 
latest return 


He's back. It wasn’t as 
flashy as last time, but 
Cole Harbour native 
still made an impact 


Sidney Crosby’s return after 
three months of inactivity 
didn’t hurt the chemistry of 
the Pittsburgh Penguins one 
bit as they surged closer to the 
Eastern Conference-leading 
New York Rangers. 

Crosby played for the first 
time since another bout with 
concussion symptoms forced 
him to the sidelines Dec. 5. He 
got on the score sheet Thurs¬ 
day night with an assist as the 
Penguins stretched their win¬ 
ning streak to 10 by beating 
the Rangers 5-2. 

After missing 40 games 
during his latest stint on the 
shelf, Crosby played on a third 
line with Matt Cooke and 
Tyler Kennedy Cooke scored 
twice, Kennedy had two as¬ 
sists and NHL points leader 
Evgeni Malkin added a goal 
for the Penguins, who haven’t 
lost since Feb. 19 at Buffalo. 
Pittsburgh’s winning streak 


started two days later with a 
2-0 home victory against the 
Rangers. 

Crosby assisted on Chris 
Kunitz’s goal that made it 4-2 
at 3:01 of the third period, 
shortly after the Rangers had 
killed a four-minute, high- 
sticking penalty on Stu Bickel. 
Crosby swung behind the New 
York net and found Kunitz in 
the left circle for a shot that 
beat Martin Biron. 

Pascal Dupuis pushed the 
Penguins’ lead to 5-2 at 7:35. 
Crosby didn’t figure in the 
scoring on that one, as Dupuis 
put in a rebound of defence- 
man Paul Martin’s shot, but 
he was on the ice for three of 
Pittsburgh’s goals. 

The Penguins not only got 
Crosby back on Thursday but 
also defenceman Kris Letang, 
who was dealing with con¬ 
cussion issues as well. Letang 
had missed the previous five 
games, and had been side¬ 
lined for 21 earlier this season. 

Crosby, who had two goals 
and eight assists in eight games 
this season before Thursday, 
heard a mixture of cheers and 
boos when he hit the ice dur¬ 
ing pre-game warmups. The

reaction turned more to boos 
as the game went along when 
Crosby had the puck. 

Crosby made his season 
debut on Nov. 21 against the 
New York Islanders, his first 
game action since January 
2011, and had two goals and 
two assists in that 5-0 home 
win. He lasted only seven 
games before being shut 
down again. 

Penguins coach Dan 
Bylsma is looking to limit 
Crosby’s ice time to about 15 
minutes as he gets back into 
the swing of things. He is ex¬ 
pected to play in each of Pitts¬ 
burgh’s remaining games.

As Diana Erskine sat reading 
a book on the Halifax ferry 
Thursday, she occasionally 
looked up to gaze out into a 
grey and rainy harbour. It’s 
something she missed. 

“I find it relaxing. It’s a 
nice way to unwind after the 
day’s work,” said Erskine, 
who regularly takes the ferry 
to and from work at Alder¬ 
ney Landing in Dartmouth, 
but resorted to using her car 
during the strike. 

Erskine was one of many 
who hopped across the har¬ 
bour Thursday, as Metro 
Transit’s ferry service re¬ 
sumed for the first time in 
six weeks. 

Many regular users

expressed relief, but for 
25-year-old Maxwell Gallach- 
er, it was the free ride that 
brought him onto the ferry. 

“I used it today because it 
was free and I needed to get 
to (downtown Halifax),” said 
Gallacher, sitting in front of 
a window overlooking down¬ 
town Dartmouth. 

About 40 people sipped 
coffees, listened to music 
and read books while cross¬ 
ing the harbour from Halifax 
to Dartmouth Thursday at 
about 4 p.m. 

Lori Patterson, spokes¬ 
woman for Metro Transit, 
could not say the exact num¬ 
ber of passengers who were 


back using the service Thurs¬ 
day, but said ferry operators 
reported “lighter” crowds. 

“But that also could be at¬ 
tributed to March break and 
that there is no bus connec¬ 
tions yet for today,” said Pat¬ 
terson, adding that normally 
4,300 passengers trips are 
made per week day. 


Patterson said operators 
noted that passengers were 
in good spirits. 

“No complaints have been 
heard,” she said. “The pas¬ 
sengers seem happy to be 
back on the service.” 

Metro Transit’s bus ser¬ 
vice resumes on Friday and 
could see a similar first day 


as the ferry, said Paterson. 

“It’s hard to speculate. 
Depending on weather and 
different things, we expect it 
will gradually ramp up as the 
service is back in full oper¬ 
ation,” said Patterson. 

“We expect the numbers 
to increase over the next few 
weeks.”

At least $1.4 billion is ex¬ 
pected to be carved out of 
spending at National De¬ 
fence in the coming fiscal 
year, but a longtime critic 
says some politically motiv¬ 
ated programs should not 
survive Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty’s budget axe. 

The coming March 29 
budget is expected to see 
$19.8 billion set aside for the 
military, a seven per cent 
decrease compared with 
last year’s defence spending 
plan, according to prelimin¬ 
ary federal estimates. 

And those forecasts do 
not reflect the five or 10 per 
cent reductions the Conserv¬ 


atives have asked all federal 
departments to deliver. 

Liberal Sen. Colin Ken¬ 
ny, the former chair of the 
senate defence and secur¬ 
ity committee, said if the 
Harper government wants 
to make appropriate defence 
cuts it would look at its pet 
project of Arctic Offshore Pa¬ 
trol Ships. 

The $4.3-billion program 
was established to build be¬ 
tween six and eight light 
naval icebreakers — slated to 
be the first military vessels 
constructed in Halifax under 
the recently announced na¬ 
tional shipbuilding plan.

Spending scandal. 

Former Liberal to plead 
not guilty to fraud 


The case of a former provin¬ 
cial cabinet minister charged 
in the constituency-spending 
scandal has been adjourned 
until next month. 

Russell MacKinnon, 
charged with fraud, breach 
of trust and uttering forged 
documents, declined com¬ 
ment on Thursday outside 
the Supreme Court in Hali¬ 
fax, saying that’s why he pays 
his defence lawyer “all the 
big bucks.” 

Lawyer Joel Pink said 
MacKinnon will fight the 


charges. 

“There’s no question Mr. 
MacKinnon will be pleading 
not guilty,” Pink said. 

Judge Peter Rosinski set 
a pretrial conference in 
MacKinnon’s case for April 
27, and a date for his judge- 
only trial will be set on May 3. 

MacKinnon, a Liberal who 
used to represent the riding 
of Cape Breton West, is one 
of four politicians charged in 
the spending scandal in Feb¬ 
ruary 2011.

Muskrat Falls. Hydro 
project passes ecological 
assessments 


The proposed Muskrat Falls 
hydroelectric project in Lab¬ 
rador has passed federal and 
provincial environmental as¬ 
sessments, a step toward pro¬ 
ceeding with the $6.2-billion 
development. 

In their formal responses 
to a joint panel report on the 
project, Ottawa and the govern¬ 
ments of Newfoundland and 
Nova Scotia reiterated their past 
assertions that Muskrat Falls is 
justified on both economic and 
environmental grounds. 

They also rejected a rec¬ 
ommendation to conduct fur¬ 


ther analysis to determine the 
project’s viability, concluding 
that sufficient information has 
already been provided to the 
panel. 

Ottawa and the provinces 
say they will now proceed to 
issue the required federal au¬ 
thorizations for the project 
while trying to finalize a prom¬ 
ised federal loan guarantee. 

Opposition parties have 
been critical of the review 
process, saying Muskrat Falls 
should undergo greater scru¬ 
tiny before it is sanctioned.

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Tractor-trailer loses control, 
slides down Barrington Street

Gianna Jeffrey heard a loud 
bang before the tractor- 
trailer slid into the view 
from her desk. 

The receptionist at Super 
Line Fuels said the truck 
was already on its side when 
it skidded down Barrington 
Street near the intersection 
at Duffus Street. 

“I just saw him sliding 
right along the road,” said 
Jeffrey. 

“A lot of tractor-trailers, 
they go too fast around this 
corner. I’ve only been here 
a year, but a couple of other 
guys that work here, this is 
probably about the sixth or 
seventh one they’ve seen.” 

Police and emergency 
services closed off the sec¬ 
tion of Barrington Street 
just before 2 p.m. By 3 p.m., 
paramedics were able re¬ 
move the driver from the 
truck’s cab and transfer 
him to an ambulance. 


Timing 


5 p.m. 

Crews from the Department of Transpor¬ 
tation and Infrastructure Renewal were 
able to remove the truck after 5 p.m. 

One told the driver: 
“You’re going to be all right, 
old buddy.” 

The man’s status is not 
known, nor is the cause of 
the accident. Police are in¬ 
vestigating. 

One woman, who did not 
wish to identify herself, was 
one of the first people on 
the scene. 

The driver “wasn’t con¬ 
scious, but he wasn’t uncon¬ 
scious. He was just kind of 
moaning,” the woman said. 

“I heard the bang, then 
I came down. I went inside, 
well, at the edge (of the cab), 
and I was trying dig him 
out.... He was still stuck. 
And then I just took out all 
the debris, like all the stuff 
that was floating around in¬ 
side that was loose.... I just 
dug it out of the way to get 
to him,” she said. 

“And then I basically 
just held his hand until po¬ 
lice and the ambulance got 
here.”

Even though Holy Grue is 
relearning how to dress 
and wash herself, she is 
grateful to be alive. 

The 22-year-old from 
Bass River is recovering 
from an accident on New 
Year’s Eve in which she was 
hit by a vehicle. 

“I am very lucky to be 
alive. It’s been really hard 
to have a positive out¬ 
look when I think about 
everything that’s wrong 
with me, and at first it was 
frustrating, but I am being 
positive,” said Grue. 

Grue began her recovery 
at the Halifax Infirmary 
and is now at the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Rehabilitation Centre in 
Halifax. 

She’s recovering from 
a traumatic brain injury, 
a broken back, ribs and 
ankle, a fractured spine 
and pelvis and torn liga¬ 
ments in her left knee. She 
is still in a wheelchair and 
was told she may never 
walk again. 

“The day the doctor told 
me there was a chance I 
would never walk again I 


wished I was dead ... but 
I think I will walk again 
because I want to and I 
have a positive attitude,” 
said Grue, adding through 
physiotherapy she can now 
feel hot and cold sensations 
on her legs. 

Grue’s memory has not 
fully recovered from the 
accident, either. 

“I don’t remember the 
accident. I remember leav¬ 
ing my parents to go to a 
dance (on New Year’s Eve) 
and then I remember some¬ 
one stopping, putting on 
their four-way flashers and 
calling for help,” she said. 

Grue was struck by a car 
as she was walking home 
from a New Year’s Eve 
celebration at the Economy 
Community Centre. 

A police investigation 
indicated a suspect vehicle 
didn’t stop at the scene 
but was located a short 
distance away in the ditch 
on Highway 2. 

The driver, a 25-year-old 
Economy resident, turned 
himself in to police shortly 
after. 


He is back in court in 
April. 

“I don’t forgive him at 
all. What he’s done to my 
life has changed it forever,” 
said Grue. 

In the meantime, Grue 
is taking life one day at a 
time and goes home for 
rehab on the weekends. 

The accident has taught her 
to not take time or life for 
granted. 

“I’ve been told I’m an in¬ 
spiration to others. The ac¬ 
cident taught me you never 
know what will happen to 
you ... but my friends and 
family have been great and 
people have had fundrais¬ 
ers for me.” 

More than $20,000 has 
been raised through com¬ 
munity support and will 
be used towards Grue’s 
medical expenses and mak¬ 
ing her home wheelchair 
accessible, truro daily news

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To spend. Or 

not to spend?

Most households in the com¬ 
munity, 63 per cent, have 
cut back on their household 
spending in the past six 
months, and people under the 
age of 35 were more likely to 
make those cuts than the 55- 
plus crowd. 

It is quite obvious that dis¬ 
cretionary spending on things 
such as entertainment, recrea¬ 
tion and dining out are taking 
the biggest hit. Forty per cent 
of respondents say they are 
spending less on entertain¬ 
ment and recreation, and 25 
per cent indicate they have 
cut back on meals outside 
the home. Many households, 
however, are also being more 
frugal when it comes to some 
of the necessary items on the 
household budget. 

Of those surveyed, 28 per 
cent said they have reduced 
the weekly expenditure on 
groceries and 18 per cent have 
cut back on gas. 

But it is not only our daily 
household spending that is 
being affected by the current

More people are reporting vacationing closer 
to home and 15 per cent say they don’t expect 
to travel at all for their vacation this year. 

economic climate. Respond¬ 
ents are telling us that they are 
a little more hesitant to spend 
on the big-ticket items. The ex¬ 
ception to this is in the home- 
renovation area. Just over 40 
per cent of folks told us they 
plan a “significant” renovation 
to their home during the year 
that they expect would cost 
them more than $2,500. 

Most of these views are 
influenced by people’s confi¬ 
dence in the overall state of 
the economy, and more par¬ 
ticularly their personal circum¬ 
stance in it. Current concerns 
over job security are running 
at near-historical highs of over 
80 per cent. This translates 
into the “Hesitant Consumer.”

Violation. Report finds 
that Ottawa residents 
are most likely to 
return lost cellphones 
— but will still comb 
through personal apps 


If you’ve ever wondered 
what would happen if you 
lost your phone in public, a 
study conducted by an Ot¬ 
tawa-based security research¬ 
er suggests there’s one thing 
you can almost surely count 
on — a complete violation of 
your privacy. 

It’s extremely unlikely that 
someone will pick up your 
phone and return it without 
first combing through your 
apps, photos, email and any¬ 
thing else that may be access¬ 
ible without a password. 

And the odds of getting 
your phone back are basically 
a coin toss, according to the 
report by Scott Wright of Se¬ 
curity Perspectives Inc., and 
the security software com¬ 
pany Symantec. 

Wright “accidentally” 
dropped cellphones through¬ 
out his hometown and four 
major U.S. cities as part of 
his experiment. Each phone 
was left unlocked and the 
“owner’s” contact information 
was easily accessible. 

Of the 50 phones he left 
in Los Angeles, New York, 
Ottawa, San Francisco and 
Washington D.C. — in phone 
booths, elevators, restau¬ 
rants, transit stations and 
public washrooms — only 25 
were picked up by someone 
who made an attempt to re¬ 
turn the device. 

But even those Good Sam- 



• Overall, 89 per cent of the 
50 phones had personal 
apps accessed. And 83 per 

cent had corporate apps 
and information clicked on. 


• The photo app was tried 
most frequently, 72 per cent 
of the time. It was followed 
by social networking and

aritans couldn’t help them¬ 
selves. Wright was watch¬ 
ing remotely as 96 per cent 
of the “lost” smartphones 
were accessed, as the finders 
poked through apps labelled 
with names such as online 
banking, webmail, corporate 
email and private pix. 

More phones were re¬ 
turned in Ottawa than any¬ 
where else. Seven of the 10 
phones dropped in the na¬ 
tion’s capital were picked up 
by people who called to say 
they found them, compared 
to just three in New York. 

But Wright was still dis¬ 
turbed by how much those 
phones were used before 
and after contact was made.

Coke’s Arctic-research campaign meeting goals 



While the design of the can 
may have caused a bit of a 
backlash, Arctic research is 
the winner.

Weird science. Sex- 
deprived male fruit flies 
flock to the booze 


Guys, when your sweetheart 
says “No thanks” to sex, do you 
knock back a few stiff drinks 
to feel better? Turns out fruit 
flies do pretty much the same 
thing. 

That’s the word from a new 
study that may explain why 
both species react that way. 

In Friday’s issue of the 
journal Science, researchers 
propose a biological explana¬ 
tion for why “Not tonight, 
dear” may lead to “Gimme an¬ 
other beer.” If it proves true in 
people, it may help scientists 
find new medications to fight 
alcoholism. 

In that case, we can thank 
thousands of frustrated flies. 

One by one, these eager 
Lotharios were put into a con¬ 
tainer with a female that had 
just mated. So she was really, 
really not interested in doing it 
again anytime soon. She would 
run away. She would lack the 
male. She would stick out her 
egg-laying organ to hold him 
at bay. 

The male flies went through 
three hour-long sessions of this 
every day for four days, enough 
rejection to discourage them 


Human applications? 


Further research into NPF brain 
circuitry could shed light on the 
biology of alcohol abuse and 
possibly point to treatments 
someday, said Troy Zars of the 
University of Missouri in Col¬ 
umbia, who didn’t participate 
in the new work. 


• Fruit flies are a favourite 
lab animal in part because 
scientists have exquisite con¬ 
trol over their biology. Here, 
the researchers were able to 
alter brain function to zero 
in on NPF's role.

from flying any more. 

After that experience, re¬ 
jected flies were put in vials 
and given a choice of regular 
food or alcohol-laced food. 
They consistently went for the 
alcohol more than did the male 
flies that had just mated. In 
fact, they evidently got drunk. 

Some rejected males were 
moved to a different environ¬ 
ment, where groups of guys 
mingled with receptive fe¬ 
males. After the guys had sex, 
their yen for alcohol declined. 

The researchers also paired 
thousands of other male flies 
with dead virgin females, so 
that they didn’t experience 
rejection but didn’t have sex 
either. They still drank alcohol. 

What’s going on here? 

The researchers did other 
work that implicates a sub¬ 
stance in the fly brain called 
NPF. They theorize that pleas¬ 
urable activities like having 
sex boost the activity of brain 
circuits that use NPF, and that 
feels good. If a fly is denied sex, 
the system goes into deficit, 
driving the fly to seek other 
rewarding activities such as 
drinking alcohol. 

“I think it’s a pretty good 
bet that it will translate to hu¬ 
mans,” said Ulrike Heberlein 
of the University of California, 
San Francisco, who led the re¬ 
search. If so, “one can say we 
could now understand why a 
negative experience, such as 
a sexual rejection, could drive 
somebody to drink.”

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One year, but no celebration 



Syria Strife getting 
worse a year after 
uprising began 


Thousands of Syrians rallied 
Thursday in Damascus in a 
display of loyalty to President 
Bashar Assad, waving flags 
under a slate grey sky to pro¬ 
test the anniversary of a rebel¬ 
lion that the government says 
is driven by terrorists, gang¬ 
sters and extremists. 

Outside the Syrian capital, 
however, tanks and snipers 
besieged opposition areas, 
including the southern city 
of Daraa, where the uprising 
began a year ago, touched 
off by the arrest of a group 
of youths who scrawled anti¬ 
regime graffiti on a wall. 

One year into the Syrian 
revolt, the fight to oust Assad 
is cascading toward civil war 
with more than 8,000 killed 
and no end in sight to the 
bloodshed. Worst-case scen¬ 
arios are playing out in a 
countiy where many remain 
shackled by corruption, a suf¬ 
focating security apparatus 
and a family dictatorship that 
rules more than 22 million 
people. 

“We know that this is a 
criminal regime, but we didn’t 


expect it to reach this amount 
of killing,” Amer Mattar, a 
26-year-old activist, told The 
Associated Press from Jordan, 
where he fled to safety after 
being arrested twice in Syria. 

Despite widening inter¬ 
national condemnation and 


biting sanctions, Assad’s re¬ 
gime has remained intact and 
intelligence analysts say the 
rebels have yet to pose a ser¬ 
ious challenge to his powerful 
military. 

Assad also has retained the 
support of many in Syria’s 


business classes and minority 
communities, who worry they 
would lose protections under 
a new regime. Still others har¬ 
bour an understandable fear 
of the unknown, given the 
rampant divisions within the 
opposition, the associated press

75 charged in Egypt’s 
post-game soccer riots 


Egypt’s top prosecutor on 
Thursday charged 75 people 
in connection with a deadly 
soccer riot last month in the 
Mediterranean city of Port 
Said in which authorities said 
fans were thrown to their 
death off the stadium walls 
and others lulled by explo¬ 
sives as they tried to flee. 

Scores of fans face murder 
charges and nine police 
officers were accused of 
complicity in murder, in the 
Feb. 1 riot that left at least 
74 people dead. It was the 
world’s worst soccer-related 
disaster in 15 years. 

The riot began minutes 
after the final whistle in a 
league game between Cairo 
club al-Ahly and al-Masry of 
Port Said. The home side won 
3-1, but its fans set upon the 
rival supporters in a killing 
frenzy that witnesses said 
lasted 30 minutes. Many wit¬ 
nesses claimed that police¬ 
men at the venue did nothing 
to stop the bloodshed. 

The riot shocked soccer- 
crazy Egypt, deepening the 
sense of uncertainty felt by 
many as their nation con¬ 
tinues to be roiled by unrest.

When Karen Williams’ son 
died in a motorcycle crash, 
the U.S. woman turned to his 
Faceboolc account in hopes of 
learning more about him. 

Williams found his 
password and emailed the 
company, asking administra¬ 
tors to maintain 22-year-old 
Loren Williams’ account 
so she could look through 
his posts and comments by 
his friends. But within two 
hours, she said, Faceboolc 
changed the password, block¬ 
ing her efforts. 


Now lawmakers and 
attorneys in at least two 
U.S. states are considering 
proposals that would require 
Faceboolc and other social 
networks to grant access to 
loved ones when a family 
member dies, essentially 
making the site contents part 
of a person’s digital estate. 

The issue is increas¬ 
ingly important as people 
record more online and more 
disputes break out over that 
material.

Richard: Mark, I’m not sure 
how to describe this movie. 
It’s sort of a comedy, kind of 
a drama and a bit of a char¬ 
acter study and yet it isn’t 
really any of those things. 
The Duplass Brothers, best 
known for the indie films, 
have mixed and matched 
tones and come up with 
something that is likeable 
despite the strange premise 
and characters. 

Mark: It’s not quite a com¬ 
edy, but it’s so likeable that 
it feels like one. The movie 
is small, and short, and has 
the charms of a shaggy-dog 
tale. What the movie really 
has going for it is its cast¬ 
ing.

Festival. From Bob 
Marley to Big Star, 
'70s music playing 
again in varied SXSW 
documentaries 


Whether reggae, soft rock, 
hardcore punk or power pop, 
the music of the 70s is playing 
again at South By Southwest. 

Several of the many music 
documentaries at this year’s 
SXSW revisit acts from the 
decade, a time often skipped 
over in pop culture history. 
But for that same reason, the 
70s left a number of stories 
ripe for rediscovery or more 
thorough examination. 

Put under the documen¬ 
tary lens is the beloved legend 
Bob Marley (Marley), the for¬ 
gotten songwriting talent 
Paul Williams (Paul Williams 
Still Alive), the cult band that 
proved curiously resistant to 
the mainstream Big Star (Big 
Star: Nothing Can Hurt Me), 
the radical punk of Bad Brains 
(Bad Brains: Band in DC) and 
the curious story of rocker 
Rodriguez (Search for Sugar 
Man). 

The films are among the 


highlights of SXSW’s robust 
music documentaries, which 
essentially make up the con¬ 
nective tissue between the 
film and music components 
of the annual Austin festival. 
Many of them are grouped 
under their own music docu¬ 


mentaries category, 24 Beats 
Per Second. 

Marley, which will be re¬ 
leased April 20, takes a linear, 
biographic approach that 
takes nearly 2 1/2 hours to 
tell the life story of Marley 
through friends and family. 


It might be called the “roots 
rock reggae” take on a sub¬ 
ject often shrouded in iconog¬ 
raphy and myth. 

“For all these years, I’ve 
seen so many things on Bob 
and I always felt like: ‘Who 
are these people talking about 


Bob and writing about Bob?’” 
says Ziggy Marley, the eldest 
son of the Jamaican legend. 

The film is a long in-the- 
worlcs project authorized by 
the Marley family (Ziggy is an 
executive producer) that ori¬ 
ginally had Martin Scorsese 
signed up to direct. 

Then Jonathan Demme, 
whose music documentaries 
include Stop Making Sense 
and Neil Young: Heart of Gold, 
came aboard and made a ver¬ 
sion. He left in 2009 after what 
he called “profound creative 
differences.” 

Director Kevin Macdonald 
has made a number of docu¬ 
mentaries, himself, including 
2003’s Touching the Void, but 
it was his fiction film The Last 
King of Scotland that led him 
to Marley. While shooting in 
Uganda, he saw that Marley’s 
popularity reached even to re¬ 
mote African slums. 

He hopes that “Marley” is 
the definitive documentary of 
the musician, and that it being 
“authorized” doesn’t detract 
from its clarity. 

“You can’t worry about that 
if you’re trying to be impartial, 
if you’re trying to be honest,” 
says Macdonald of collaborat¬ 
ing with the Marleys.

“I 
did a lot of knife-throwing and 
I actually learned how to throw 
knives, which was amazing,” 
says Isabelle Fuhrman, who 
plays menacing District 2 trib¬ 
ute Clove. 


The knife-throwing turned 
out to be something of a revela¬ 
tion for the young actress. “This 
is going to sound weird, but it’s 
very beautiful, being able to 
say, ‘Yeah, I can throw knives,’” 
she admits. “It was really hard 
for me to learn how to do it, 
and so I definitely want to keep 
up with it.” 

Fuhrman got a bit carried 
away with her new skills, ac¬ 
cording to co-star Amandla 
Stenberg. “We’d be like, ‘Hey 
Isabelle, want to have a sleep- 


over?’ And she’d [be flipping 
around a butterfly knife] like, 
Oh, sure,”’ says Stenberg. 

While prep involved hand- 
to-hand combat and sword 
training for Alexander Ludwig, 
who plays hulking District 
1 tribute Cato, the hardest 
part was ditching the bulk he 
packed on for the role.

For such a wee piece of 
geography, Ireland certainly 
holds its own when it comes 
to the creation of classic 
booze. Think Bailey’s Irish 
Cream liqueur, Jameson 
Irish whisky and, the true 
liquid personality of Ireland, 
Guinness Stout. 

Of course, there are 
other Irish beverages on the 
shelves at your liquor store 
that deserve equal attention 

— especially with tomorrow 
being Saint Patrick’s Day. 

When I was on the Em¬ 
erald Isle a few years ago, 
I got a chance to head to 
Northern Ireland and visit 
The Old Bushmills Distil¬ 
lery: a producer of wonder¬ 
ful triple distilled whiskies 
since 1608 (which makes it 
the world’s oldest licensed 
spirit maker). 

Every drop that goes by 
the name Bushmills is cre¬ 
ated there and the hand¬ 
made attention to detail 
comes across in every filled 
glass — one of which you 
get to choose at the end of 
the tour. 

My pick was the Bush¬ 
mills 10 Year Old Single 
Malt Irish Whiskey ($39.95 

- $48.99). Made with 100 

per cent malted 
I barley and aged in 

fejjfl barrels that once 
housed American 
bourbon, it’s a 
rich, complex 
whiskey with 
warm honey 
overtones and 
a long, palate¬ 
massaging fin¬ 
ish. Slainte.

A meal that would 
make St. Patty proud 


Dublin Coddle. Try 
this healthier version 
of the one-dish meal 
considered to be one of 
Ireland's most delicious 
national dishes 


Traditionally made with both 
bacon and sausage to flavour 
a base of potatoes and onions, 
Dublin coddle is an insanely 
good one-dish meal. And it 
would be a great choice for St. 
Patrick’s Day. Assuming, that is, 
it can be worked into a healthy 
diet. 

Start by opting for leaner 
meats that still pack tons of 
flavour, including Canadian 
bacon, which actually is closer 
than American bacon to rash¬ 


ers, the variety of pork used in 
Irish cooking. 

Canadian bacon and Irish 
rashers are made from the 
back loin of the pig rather than 
the fattier pork belly used for 
American-style bacon. 

For the sausage, switch to 
chicken sausage, which is high 
in flavour, and generally has fer 
less fat and calories than trad¬ 
itional sausage. 

The herbs and seasonings 
already serve the meal well, so 
don’t mess around with those. 
But add a few extra vegetable 
because, hey, we could all use a 
few extra servings of those. 

And for a final punch of 
flavour, add apples and apple 
cider. 

In a large Dutch oven over 

medium-high, heat the oil. 
Add the Canadian bacon and 


saute until lightly browned, 3 
to 4 minutes. Using a slotted 
spoon, transfer the bacon to a 
small bowl.

Royce Parran wasn’t just hard 
to defend — he was unstop¬ 
pable. 

The Quebec Kebs guard, 
listed favourably at five- 
foot-10, almost single- 
handedly lifted his team to 
a 112-109 win over the host 
Halifax Rainmen on Thursday 
to force a third and deciding 
game in the National Basket¬ 
ball League of Canada best-of- 
three semifinal. 

Parran nailed seven three- 
pointers as part of a sensational 
39-point effort, including 19 
in the fourth quarter and 14 
of the Kebs’ final 16 points in¬ 
side the 2:30 mark, to leave the 
Metro Centre crowd of 2,842 in 
stunned silence. 

“We just let him go — every 
play, we said, we want Royce 
with the ball,” said Kebs guard 
Ralphy Holmes, who chipped 
in with 31 points. “We see it 
every day in practice with him. 
He plays with so much fire and 
he’s so quick.” 

The Kebs, who were 13-of-22 
from beyond the arc, were in 
control for most of the game, 
with a six-point edge at half¬ 
time and an eight-point lead 
heading into the fourth quar¬ 
ter. 

They extended the lead to 
10 before the Rainmen went on 
a 10-0 run and turned the final 
five minutes into a highlight- 
packed, see-saw battle. 

Tyrone Levett hit a three- 
pointer to put Halifax up 109- 


108 with 27.7 seconds left, but 
Parran came right back with 
a desperation, double-clutch 
jumper through two defenders 
for a one-point lead with 11.2 
seconds left and then finished 
if off with a pair of free throws. 

“He was confident — 
throughout the whole game, 
he was hitting his shots,” said 
Rainmen forward Darnell Hu- 
gee, who had a 23-point, 10-re¬ 
bound double-double. “He was 
comfortable, and you’ve got to 
get him out of his comfort zone 
to stop him.” 

Parran was modest about 
the effort, saying the team has 
a lot of good players who can 
score. 

“Today was somebody else’s 
turn,” the Chicago native said. 

After Parran put the Kebs 
up 110-109, the Rainmen had 
a chance to hit the go-ahead 
shot off an inbounds play in the 
frontcourt. But Taliek Brown’s 
inbounds pass went off a leg 
and into the hands of the Kebs. 

“I guess guards didn’t sprint 
to get open or it was just a mis- 
communication on who was 
supposed to get the ball,” Hu- 
gee said. “We just couldn’t get 
the ball inbounds and it was 
tough luck that we turned it 
over.” 

For what it’s worth, both 
teams are predicting victoiy for 
Friday’s deciding contest at 7 
p.m. at the Metro Centre. 

“Kebs win — by three,” 
Holmes said. 

Said Hugee: “It puts a little 
bump in our plans, but we’re 
going to finish them off. Guar¬ 
anteed, man.”
